Tax Rate Ci 
Or $54.30 - . axe Your ‘Pick

The $53.50 average rate considers the rate still 
to be set for the first six months of 1974 com- 
bined with the estimate of the rate to be set after 
town meeting. 

Town Manager J. Maynard Austin said this 
week that the $54.30 rate is based on current es- 
timates. 

There is still considerable information to be 
received before any firm tax rate analysis can 
be made, the manager notes. 

Austin said the selectmen are still working on 
the general town budget, in an effort to reduce it 
to within the $200,000 they prescribed earlier. 

Special articles seeking funds are also still to 
be decided upon before any firm figures can be 
established. 

The manager also feels the school budget is 
not as yet final, although there would appear to 
be not much more decreases there. 

The big question, as Austin sees it, is in the 
amount of funds to be received from the state. 
He is not as optimistic as other town officials on 
the amounts to be received and feels the receipt 
of the so-called Cherry Sheets will be a great 
factor in determining the tax picture. 
is also still 


If one deals in financial wizardry, Andover’s 
tax rate for the year could be $54.30, an increase 
of 30 cents after town meeting, or it could be 
$53.50 for the 12-month period January to 
December. 

In any case, as matters now stand, the tax rate 
picture for 1974 appears to be somewhat on the 
bright side as local officials continue their par- 
ing and adjusting and sit in anticipation of 
reports on state receipts. 

The tax rate projection this year offers a bit of 
solace to the taxpayer, in that he can average 
out the two tax bills he will be receiving and find 
that in ‘74 the rate went up and down. 

Due to the change in the fiscal year setup, 
which resulted in an 18-month budget being 
adopted last year, the tax rate for the first six 
months of ‘74 is expected to drop somewhat. 
That bill will be going out soon and will be 
payable in May. 

After town meeting in April, another tax rate 
will be established, this to be payable at the nor- 
mal time in November. That levy, according to 
present figures, stands at $54.30, an increase of 
30 cents, only the town in the past 15 years has 
never had a fractional tax rate, thus it will be in- The Finance Committee 
teresting to see if a dollars and cents tax bill 
comes out this year.

Most Andover gasoline 
Stations had adopted a ‘‘wait 
and see’ attitude toward the 
new even-odd allocation system 
by mid-week, after experien- 
cing a bright Monday and back- 
to-normal nightmares on Tues- 
day. 

Many stations reported lines 
considerably shorter on Mon- 
day, the first of the ‘‘odd”’ days, 
and an attendant at Rolling 
Green Mobil on Lowell Street, 
West Andover, reported that 
people didn’t even seem to be as 
“up tight.”’ 

Even so, he added, there are 
always those trying to get in 
when they're not supposed to, 
so he like most others, had 
some “evens” on the odd days 
and vice versa, 

Andover Gulf at Main and 
Chestnut reported an <‘ex- 
cellent mood’’ and ‘‘almost 
zero lines’’ Monday, but cars 
were waiting down toward Cen- 
tral Street again Tuesday mor- 
ning. 

A spokesman there seemed 
reluctant to expect too much 
from the allocation system. 
“The demand is still the 
same,” he said, ‘it’s just

spread out more. And we're not 
getting any more gas than we 
did before."’ 

He added, however, that 
there weren't as many 80 and 
90-cent “‘fillups’’ from people 
accustomed to “‘topping off” 
their tanks. 

“I don't think you can charge 
$3 for $2.20 worth of gas if that’s 
all it takes to fill up a tank,”’ he 
went on. ‘‘But we encourage 
them not to come back again 
until they need at least $3 
worth.”’ 

He said the attendants also 
have been encouraging wrong- 
day customers to try to come 
back “on the proper day in the 
future, while giving them a 
small amount to get by on in the 
meantime. 

Shawsheen Village Sunoco on 
North Main was back in the 
Sign-painting business this 
week, to warn customers ahead 
of time whether it was an 
“odds” or ‘‘evens”’ only day. 

They have been turning away 
wrong-day numbers, a 
spokesman said, and otherwise 
trying to abide by the Gover- 
nor’s requests. 

For instance, they’ve been 
hanging ‘‘flags’’ per the Gover- 
nor’s guidelines: red flying 
above the station means no gas 
to anyone; yellow means gas to 
commercial and emergency

vehicles only, and green means 
gas for anyone eligible - - that is 
odds or evens who need a $3 
minimum, 

Salesmen and others who 
need their cars for business are 
supposed to have a notorized 
letter on company letterhead to 
the effect that the. vehicle is 
used for business, and giving its 
license plate number he ex- 
plained. A lot of people don’t 
have proof but will be required 
to at many places soon. 

While some stations in North 
Andover are trying to stagger 
hours so gas will be available 
somewhere during much of the 
day, there appeared to be no 
movement in that direction 
here. Most of the stations still 
feel that the need is greatest in 
early morning when people are 
on their way to work. 

And while many were still 
holding hope this week that 
somehow the new system might 
eventually work, they are an- 
ticipating a ‘“‘madhouse”’ again 
early next week. The calendar 
shows that the ‘‘odds”’ will have 
to go from Friday till Tuesday 
without gas and the ‘‘evens,”’ 
because of the Monday holiday, 
will have to survive from Satur- 
day till Wednesday.

Please indicate on the applica- 
tion which position you are seek- 
ing for the 1974 summer. The 
Summer playgrounds provide a 
variety of opportunities for 
employment. Positions exist for 
Supervisors, who are responsible 
for each individual playground; 
Instructors, who teach practical 
art activities such as pottery, 
woodworking, etc.; and 
Playground Leaders who 
organize games and sports. The 
playground program is an 8-week 
program, five days per week 
beginning July 1. 

The Town public bathing beach 
requires both lifeguards and 
water safety instructors. A 
lifeguard must have an active 
Senior Lifesaving Certificate and 
an instructor must have an active 
Water Safety Instructor Cer- 
tificate from the American Red 
Cross. Depending on weather, 
the beach will open at the end of 
June and operate through Labor 
Day.

The position begins in 
mid-June and continues through 
Labor Day. It is a five day per 
week job with no weekend work.

Those covers and Wrappers and 
double linings on supermarket 
items . . . those Cups and bags 
and trays for take-out quick food 

those fancy plastic coverings 
for cosmetics and toys (so tough 
now the children can't even tear 
them off alone) . . . those little 
separators which keep one slice 
of cheese from annoying another 
slice of cheese . . . all require a 
tremendous amount of energy 
and raw materials. The raw 
material for paper is trees .. . 
and the raw material for plastic 
is fossil fuel, which means more 
energy wasted. 

When I think of my next-door 
neighbor waking up at 2 a.m. to 
feed her new baby and climbing 
out of bed into the cold (six 
degrees below last year, and they 
always kept their home cool), 
somehow I think that the packag- 
ing industry ought to suffer 
before home heating suffers. 

Manufacturers get all the fuel 
they want, even if they make 
throw-away bottles and cans. 

What a waste! 

Crusade for a Cleaner Environ- 
ment, 2000 L St., N.W., 
Washington, D.C., 20036, has 
published a well-researched in- 
formation kit on ‘‘The Energy 
Crisis and the Throwaway.”’ 

They predict that selling 
beverages only in returnable 
bottles would add 20,000 jobs 
nationally in the container in- 
dustry, to handle the bottles, 
though it would mean less profit 
for the container makers. 

It would also save enough 
energy to heat 2.5 million three- 
bedroom homes. 

Each 12 oz. beer can thrown 
away is like throwing 3.18 oz. of 
gasoline into the garbage along 
with the beer can. 

Each aluminum can _ thrown 
away is like throwing 6.9 oz. of 
gasoline into the trash.

Lives On 


Dr. Livingstone, we presume, 
was a dedicated English mis- 
sionary who devoted his life to 
bringing the benefits of civiliza- 
tion to the natives of Africa. To 
be more precise, Dr. David 
Livingstone was actually born in 
Scotland. 

A poor Scottish lad destined to 
enlighten vast areas of the Dark 
Continent, David had to go to 
work in a cotton mill at the age of 
ten. Although work at the factory 
started at six in the morning and 
lasted ten hours or more, he

attended night school and studied 
at home. 

At the age of 20, he was thrilled 
by reading an account of a mis- 
sionary’s, labors in Asia, and as 
he later said, ‘‘resolved to devote 
my life to the alleviation of 
human miisery.”’ 


For more than 30 years Dr. 
Livingstone traveled up and 
down Africa, from the Cape near- 
ly to the equator, and from the 
Atlantic to the Indian Ocean. He 
discovered the Victoria Falls of 
the Zambezi River, where he 
later met his death.

For Duffy 
Rejected 


Essex County Commissioners 
Tuesday unanimously rejected a 
request by County Treasurer 
Thomas F..

(Other Requirements) by adding the follow- 
ing new Paragraph H.: 

H. Flood Plain Area 

In granting a special permit the Board of Appeals shall be 
satisfied that the following conditions are met: 

LF New construction or substantial improvements of residen- 
tial structures within the flood plain area must have the 
lowest floor (including basement) elevated to or above 
LR.F. level. 

New construction or substantial improvements of non- 
residential structures within the flood plain area must have 
the lowest floor (including basement) elevated to or above 
the I.R.F. level or, together with attendant utility and 
sanitary facilities, be floodproofed up to the I.R.F. level. 

The proposed structure or use or site development plan 

Shall not be contrary to the purposes of flood plain area 
management as set forth in Section I.a. (above) or the per- 
mitted uses in the zoning district in which the flood plain is 
located. 
The Board of Appeals shall ascertain that the request has 
been referred to the Conservation Commission, the Board 
of Health and, where industrial lands are involved, the In- 
dustrial Commission, and reported upon within 15 days 
after the public hearing. 
_ The building and site development plans shall be prepared 
by an engineer well qualified in floodproofing techniques 
and flood plain area development. Plans for a proposed 
major site development should include existing and propos- 
ed buildings, original and final grade elevations, showing 
contours at 1’ elevations with the I.R.F. line plotted on 
these contours, and the methods of drainage. Minor 
developments must plot the I.R.F. line on the property un- 
der consideration.

Electric Co. 
Fuel Costs 
Increase 


Fuel oil burned during January 
by Massachusetts Electric Com- 
pany’s wholesale electric 
supplier, New England Power 
Company, averaged $7.60 per 
barrel above the cost for fuel 
contained in the basic charge for 
electricity. This compares with a 
December average of $4.47 per 
barrel above the amount in the 
basic rate. 

The sharp rise in January fuel 
costs resulted in Massachusetts 
Electric's fuel adjustment factor 
for February increasing to over 
one cent per kilowatthour, com- 
pared with a factor of six-tenths 
of a cent per kilowatthour for 
January. 

The fuel adjustment charge 
reflects fuel cost increases paid 
during the previous month above 
the amount for fuel in the basic 
electric rate. The amount in the 
basic rate currently is the 
equivalent of $2.05 per barrel. 

“The increase of over 65 per 
cent in our fuel factor from 
January to February is entirely 
the result of higher fuel costs,” 
explained William J. Cadigan, 
president of Massachusetts Elec- 
tric. “Due to extremely tight 
supplies last month, contract 
prices for oil burned by New 
England Power went up along 
with the price of oil bought to 
make up for cutbacks in 
deliveries, 

“For example, the Company 
had to purchase one shipment of 
140,000 barrels of oil at $23.75 per 
barrel, far higher than the $9 - 10 
per barrel average for the 
month. New England Power ask- 
ed the Internal Revenue Service 
to investigate the price in early 
January. To date, the Company 
has received no response to the 
request, even though it has sent 
two telegrams urging a speed up 
in the price review.” 

Cadigan indicated that there 
appears to be no immediate 
relief in sight from high fuel oil 
costs. ‘‘The only ray of hope we 
now see for stabilizing fuel 
costs,’ he continued, ‘‘is if New 
England Power can burn coal in 
more of its generating facilities. 
Coal prices are slightly lower 
than current oil prices and they 
certainly have not been rising at 
the same rapid rate. If New 
England Power can get the 
necessary variances from air 
quality standards so more of its 
generating facilities can burn 
coal, fuel costs could stabilize 
leading directly to a leveling off 
of fuel adjustment charges for 
our customers.”’

Question 1: My first priority has to 
be the establishment of a 
climate of better understan- 
ding between the schools and 
the parents, between the ad- 
ministration and the tax- 
payers. More light and less 
heat would be a good motto. 
The people have to under- 
stand what the schools are 
trying to accomplish. The 
schools can do a better job in 
getting across their ideas to 
the public. This is essentially 
a communications job and is 
more a matter of policy than 
money. 

Next, I want to see an effec- 
tive career education 
program implemented in our 
schools. This is badly needed. 
Every high school graduate 
should have a positive idea of 
where he or she is heading. 
An inexpensive program, 
career education may cost a 
few thousand dollars to get it 
going. But it will be worth 
every penny. If this raises the 
budget, I think the expense 
could be shared with parents, 
as is done now with driver 
education. 

Other priorities include an 
improved spelling program 
and more attention to 
developing individuality and 
creativity in students. 


In brief, the need is for . 


first-rate teaching. That’s 
what education is all about. 
Question 2: At the present time An- 
dover’s population seems to 
have stabilized. Yet there is a 
good chance that there will be 
an increase in school atten- 
dance in the next 3 or 4 years, 
due to new families moving 
in. An alert School Committee 
should now be studying ways 
to cope with this potential 
growth.

PROCEDURAL EXPLANATION OF QUESTIONS 3 AND 4 


Both questions were passed by the 1972 Town Meeting after which 
they were submitted to the State Legislature. They were approved by 
the Legislature and signed by the Governor in April and May 1973. Ap- 
proval as ballot questions is the final step of this procedure. 


MR. AUSTIN GIVES FURTHER EXPLANATION: 


“Our objective in having these bills become law has been to increase 
the responsiveness of and facilitate recruiting for the two tengo 
(department head and division superintendents) in Public orks. 

The recruitment process under Civil Service frequently takes at least 
two years from the time requisition is made to the time permanent ap- 
pointment is authorized. Sound management tells us that the vacancies 
caused in our management team by this process simply cannot be 
tolerated. Simultaneously, an employee hired on rovisional status, 
awaiting an examination and the establishment of a list, lies under 
great uncertainty. At this level of management, Civil Service offers no 
real advantage to anyone. 

It should be noted that the present Superintendent of Highways, 
Stanley Chlebowski, would retain his status under Civil Service. 


QUESTION NO. 5 “Shall the Town vote that janitors of school 
buildings be placed within the classified civil service?”’

The Town of Andover should not extend Civil Service to janitors of 
school buildings. 

Union agreements already provide strong protection regarding work- 
ing conditions and job security for the janitors. Should the union 
membership be dissatisfied with the protection provided by the current 
contract, then it becomes a matter of bargaining for such protection 
with the school officials. Civil Service would offer no substantive or 
material improvement in these areas. 

Instead, the mistake of extending Civil Service for the janitors would 
only create a second grievance procedure, in addition to the totally 
satisfactory one now in the janitors labor agreement. This, unfor- 
tunately, would mean that any grievance claimed by a janitor could be 
heard twice, if he weren’t happy with the first result. 

By necessity, Civil Service is cumbersome and would in effect saddle 
school administration with substantial red tape in selecting, promoting 
and reporting. Civil Service provides no assistance in recruiting. It 
provides no mechanism for screening applicants as to qualifications at 
the entry level. It is at this level that nearly all janitors begin service 
with the School Department.

Editorial Comment

Significant 


A rather significant event takes place today with of- 
ficial groundbreaking ceremonies scheduled for the con- 
struction of the Greater Lawrence Sanitary District 
Treatment plant. 

Area officials will be on hand to mark the event which 
brings to fruition several years of diligent work on the 
part of committee members representing Andover, 
North Andover, Lawrence and Methuen. 

It is an example of regional effort to best solve a major 
problem in the most economical manner. 

The wastewater treatment plant which will be built on 
the banks of the Merrimack River to the rear of the air- 
port in North Andover will be resolving the pollution 
abatement problems of the four communities, confor- 
ming to federal mandate issued a few years ago. 

Prior to the federal government ordering the cleanup 
of the Merrimack, the area communities were already 
examining the problem and the best way to solve it. 

Regional co-operation was the key. 


Surprising 

In view of the budgetary manipulations of the past 
several weeks by both general government and school of- 
ficials, one could probably feel at ease at the prospects 
for the future while a bit puzzled about the past. 

It is encouraging to see our local officials concerned to 
the point of clipping out such items as ‘“‘out-of-state 
travel,’ from municipal budgets in their avowed deter- 
mination to present an austerity guided budget to voters 
at town meeting. 

Also, it seems somewhat heartening to see some of the 
after-school programs being considered as not monetari- 
ly necessary by the school department. Some programs 
remain in the school budget which vaguely resemble 
nothing more than baby sitting services, but some almost 
were cut out, which is a good omen for the future. 

It seems as annual budgets are considered each year, it 
is somewhat understood that there could be some so- 
called fat in the first submission, in order to allow for the 
usual cutting processes. 

This year, however, viewing the economic pinch, there 
has been a more determined effort to get municipal costs 
within nominal reach of the taxpayers. 

When budget cuts have been made, the selectmen and 
school committee have asked administrators to go over 
the figures again and reduce them further. 

The result is that there now appears the chances are 
good the tax rate will be either stable or increased slight- 
ly, depending on such factors as town meeting action and 
state reimbursements. 

A logical question could well be asked, where was ac- 
tion of this type in year’s past? 

While Andover has been considered to be an affluent 
community, we never really viewed ourselves as being 
able to afford luxuries in the hundreds of thousands 
which are currently falling under the austerity knife. 

Just maybe, the lessons learned in the 1974, will 
provide guidelines for administrators, boards and com- 
mittees of the future to follow. 


The Election 


Just for the benefit of those who will be going to the 
polls on March 4, we would like to offer the fact that 
three candidates are seeking two spots open on the board 
of selectmen. 

We mention this in view of all the hoopla over the 
school committee contest where six candidates seek the 
two spots open. 

Don't misunderstand our feelings, or construe them to 
mean we do not feel the school committee is an impor- 
tant post. 

But we think the candidates for selectmen deserve as 
much attention as others on the ballot and hope their ef- 
forts will be noticed in the next few weeks. leading up to 
election day.

Director Gilliland stated that 
the Massachusetts economy 
grew steadily during the last 
three quarters of 1972 and the 
first quarter of 1973 with un 
employment falling from a high 
of 7.8 per cent in April 1972 to 6.6 
per cent in March 1973.

give birth to its young on the sea 
ice of February, but that is what 
the grey seal does. 

In fact, the grey seal pup may 
arrive the last week in January 
among the Nantucket herd. 

But cold always seems to work 
to the northern seals’ advantage. 
Indeed, the nearer to the equator 
seals live, the tougher their lives 
become. 

For instance, the harbor seal - - 
the most common species in New 
England - - seldom lives south of 
Long Island Sound. A few harbor 
seals drift as far south as North 
Carolina, but they are so rare in 
that region that one hardly could 
say they were living it up. 

The other New England 
species, the grey or horsehead 
seal, really thrives north of our 
waters and finds our latitudes too 
near the equator for the species’ 
best interests. The southernmost 
outpost of the grey seal in Nan- 
tucket. The seals do rather badly 
there and seldom reach numbers 
in excess of 15. 

A few grey seals occur along 
the Maine coastal islands and oc- 
casionally visit Penobscot Bay. 
The bulk of the western Atlantic 
population, however, lives from 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence 
northward. 

As one travels south from New 
England, one finds a_ sealess 
acean that once was interrupted 
only by the Caribbean monk seal. 
The monk seal, alas, is no more, 
or at least none has been seen for 
decades and the species sup- 
posedly is extinct. 

The arrival of western man in 
North America set off a decline 
among seals. For years, seals 
were persecuted because man 
thought them harmful to 
fisheries. Indeed, today one can 
find die-hards who know that 
foreign vessels are sucking up 
the New England fisheries 
wholesale but will blame a cou- 
ple of seals for their lack of 
fishing success. 

The passage of the Federal 
Marine Mammal Protection Act 
of 1972 supposedly has corrected 
some of the injustices that seals 
have suffered. It now is a federal 
crime to kill a seal in U.S. 
waters. 

Many naturalists have 
wondered how well the federal 
act is working out to the seals’ 
benefit. Now one naturalist, 
Frank J. Gardner, staff biologist 
at the Manomet Bird Obser- 
vatory, Manomet, Mass. 02345, 
has begun a survey to determine 
seal numbers in southeastern 
New England. That’s right, 
BIRD observatory. The 
biologists there do many things. 

Although naturalists recognize 
the considerable differences 
between harbor seals and grey 
seals, Gardner realizes that 
there are many citizens who can 
differentiate between a seal and 
a dog but may not know a grey 
from a harbor seal. He is willing 
to accept observations on any 
seals as raw data. More than 
likely the seal will be a harbor 
seal, since greys are so rare in 
southern New England.

brush can be used, especially 
those in foundation plantings 
around the house. 

Sweep the piled-up snow from 
the branches, says Robert A. 
Bartlett. However, never pound 
the snow loose with the broom 
handle; this may damage needles 
and twigs. If lower branches are 
bent under the burden of heavy 
snow or buried beneith drifts, lift 
them gently and shake off the 
snow. Branches should not re- 
main buried under snow. 

Snow allowed to rest too long 
on evergreen needles may melt 
and turn to ice. This ice acts asa 
magnifying glass to concentrate 
the sun’s rays. The needles 
become scorched. Next. spring 
brown and dead patches show up. 
This occurs with great frequency 
on yew, boxwood and ilex. With 
the garden hose, play a stream of 
water on the ice coated tree or 
shrub. Tap water is usually 
warmer than outside air. This 
will melt the ice. But do not 


pound the tree to jar loose the 
ice. This again may damage the 
bark.

Robert McQuade, director of 
the Department of Public 
Works, recommended Monday 
night that the Board of 
Selectmen aim at meeting the 
1965 Federal Water Pollution 
Control standards, not the 1972 
ones being promoted in some 
circles. 

The Selectmen also agreed to 
ask the Merrimack Valley 
Planning Commission that the 
recommended standards be 
considered ‘‘goals,’ not ‘‘re- 
quirements.” 

McQuade said that the 1972 
amendments, which would 
make the nation’s waters clean 
enough for fishing and swim- 
ming by mid-1983 - - and clean 
enough for drinking (zero dis- 
charge of pollutants) by 1985 - - 
is far too costly in dollars, 
energy and the like. 

The 1965 standards would up- 
grade the entire Merrimack 
River enough to at least main- 
tain fish life and in some spots 
it would be safe for wimming. 
Those standards will be met 
when the regional treatment 
plant, for which ground is being 
broken tonight, is completed - - 
along with a plant in Lowell and 
a plant in Haverhill which 
are nowin the early stages of 
development.

Lane, agreed that ‘‘we should 
not get ourselves iavolved at 
this time’ in meeting more the 
recent standards, and Wolf 
Berthold added that the town 
should work hard on meeting 
the ‘65 goals first.
